basic statistics; end (f ) review of research and collection deficien- 
cies and the statu® of agency research programs in the SC's field. 

2. The SC evaluates its role as follows: 

"The Subcommittee on Population and Manpower is a very 
useful mechanism for coordinating research, for the dis- 
cussion of research problems, in the intelligence ecmusmlty, 
and for mutual, criticism of current and completed projects 
undertaken by member agencies. It promotes mutual under- 
standing of the basic statistics used in research and 
prevents duplication of effort in the intelligence ccnasuaity. 

Xt also ie an import eat forum for assisting and guiding 
CMSUS in its work on the population and manpower of foreign 
countries. The principal problems of the Subcomaittee do 
not inhere in relations between members or in differences 
in research techniques and estimates, but. rather in the
